The Decree made abſolute, and the Appellants not paying the Money, Attachments, Proclamations, and 


Commiſſions of Rebellion were ſucceſſively awarded againſt them. 


The Appellants moved for 2 Rehearing, whereupon the Deputy or proper Officer was ordered to ſtate 


the Proceedings in the Cauſe, who made his Report, containing all the Proceedings aforeſaid. 


"Appellants again moved for a Rehearing, and by Conſent of all Parties the Appellants were to pay 105 J. 
and bring 100 J. into Court by the next Term, and then to have Liberty to except to the Report. But not- 
withſtanding their Conſent, no Money was paid or brought into Court. 5 N 


The Appellants moved for a Commiſſion to examine Witneſſes to prove a pretended Debt, and twas 


granted, upon Payment of 200. down, in part of the 1051. but no Money was paid. 


And nom after all theſe Delays and Proceedings, and not one Penny of the Arrears, or growing Annuities 
paid, but the Reſpondents reduced to the utmoſt Neceſſity for want of the ſame ; an Appeal is brought 
(as is conceived) only for Delay, and to put farther Diffentties upon the Reſpondents, who are in forma 
pauperis, and have not one Penny of Money to help them : e ä |
